This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

• Species I: figs. 4-1 1 illustrate a particular circuit for performing a process 
of calculating toner consumption. 

• Species II: figs. 12-22 illustrate a second particular circuit for performing a 
process of calculating toner consumption. 

• Species III: figs. 23-26 illustrate a third particular circuit for performing a 
process of calculating toner consumption. 

• Species IV: figs. 27-30 illustrate a fourth particular circuit for performing a 
process of calculating toner consumption. 

• Species V: fig. 31 illustrates a fifth particular circuit for performing a 
process of calculating toner consumption. 

• Species VI: fig.32 illustrates a sixth particular circuit for performing a 
process of calculating toner consumption. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.
